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A marked-up version of the paragraph on page 9, lines 21 to 26, of the specification 
is presented below. 



"Figure 1. This figure contains a schematic of a 
targetting construct used for effecting inactivation of the rag-2 
gene (SEP ID NO. 1). In the Figure: the organization of the 
endogenous rag-2 gene is shown with an arrow representing the 
direction of transcription; and the targeting construct maintains 
the seuqnces 5' and 3' of the rag-2 coding region and the coding 
region is disrupted with a neomycin gene in the opposite 
transcriptional orientation."
